For this caule, ſecing I found the true Church to con- 
ſit only among(t thole of the Reformed Religion , and that 
from thoſe very Notes which are commonly attributed unto 
ſuch a Church, viz. from the purity of Preaching Gods 
Word, anda due adminiſtration of the Sacraments, although 
Bellarmine has fifteen other marks more or lels; I reſolved 
with my ſelf, as I did intend before to joyn my ſelf ro this 
Body, and have renounced the Romiſh Conſpiracie ; to be- 
take my ſelf ro the true Doctrine of Chriſt, 

Which now I do here lincerely, and Faithfully profeſs be- 
fore GOD and Jeſus Chriſt , and do moſt earneſtly beſeech 
all my Brethren that they would embrace the ſame Cpinion 
with me, and believe this my confeſſion and that they would 
receive me asa living Member of our Saviours Body , and 
that they would alſo add ſome comfort, to one that earneſt- 
ly longeth for the Salvation of his Soul ; that they wouldem- 
brace me in their Arms, and receive me into their Boſom, 
who have fervently deſired with many Prayers, to enter into 
the ſame Covenant with the Faithful. 

And now O God who haſt been pleaſed to illuminate me by 
thine Infinite Grace, be py wn alſo to continue me inthe ſame , 
that as I have now made a ſincere Profeſſions of thy Truth ſo 
I may remain ſiedfaſt therein, and never turn away mine Eye 
from thy truth : Grant that with Holy David im thy Light 7 
may ſee Light , and at laſt having finiſhed my Courſe, (and kept 
the Faith) I may behold thee in thy Heavenly Kingdom , Even 
ſo come Lord Feſus, come quickly.
